Low]XL, Mass., March 9. —A typical 


blustering March day, bat one of radiant 
sunshine, broke for the burial day of the 
dead governor. 


All Lowell mourned her bereavement 


Thousands of strangers joined, strangers 
to the city but not strangers to the de- 
parted chief executive. Somber emblems 
were on every hand. The stillness of a 
New England Sabbath prevailed all along 
tbe line over which the funeral cortege 
passed although great crowds of people 
lined the sidewalks. 


There was a lavish display of sombre 


draperies. The flags at half-mast and the 
half-hourly reverberation of guns of heavy 
calibre tells how the city and state are 
honoring the dead. The funeral of Gov- 
ernor Greenhalge was what he so much 
desired, one of great simplicity, yet the 
small portion of honor done him made the 
sad ceremonies almost elaborate in their 
extent. There was a great profusion of 
floral tributes and the mourners included 
the greatest gathering of prominent citi- 
zens the city ever saw. The arrangements 
as planned were carried out in detail with 
a carefulness which attested the sympathy 
of the people for the afflicted family. 


The I'irat Service. 


The first service of the day was at the 


house at 10.30 o'clock, at which only the 
immediate relatives of the family were 
present. 
Prayers were made by Bev. 


Joseph L. Seward of Alston, who was 
many years pastor of the Unitarian church 
here which Governor 
Qreenhalge at- 


tended. George Burns of the Unitarian 
church sang a baritone solo. Rev. George 
Batchlor, who officiated at the church 
service, offered prayer preceded by a few 
comforting words. Mr. Burns again sang 
and the benediction was pronounced, the 
service ending shortly after 11 o'clock. 


Upon the arrival of the honorary pall- 


bearers at the depot during the noon 
hour, they and the mourners and those 
who otliciated at the church as ushers, 
were driven to the Greenhalge residence 
and viewed the remains. The detail of 
militia sergeants to ect as pall-bearers re- 
ported at 1.30 to Colonel Winslow, and 
the funeral cortege formed shortly before 
2 o'clock. A platoon of police headed the 
column. The honorary ushers and bearers 
being escorted to carriages in waiting. 
The family was next seated, Rev. George 
Batchelor, officiating clergyman, accom- 
pany in a; Mrs. Grenhalge. 


Arrives at the Clutrrli. 


The sergeants then bore the casket to 


the hearse. The remaining carriages car- 
ried Lieutenant-Governor Wolcott, mem- 
bers of the late governor's staff, together 
with tbe close friends that were inviied. 
The cortege proceeded to the First Con- 
gregational church, a distance of one mile 
through the very heart of the city between 
solid lines of people. On the arrival at 
the church the casket was borne into tbe 
edifice by First Sergeant Bean, Sergeants 
Hand, Wender, Colby, Delmage, Buzzle, 
Wilson and Cross. The casket was carried 
up the aisle by the honorary pall bearers 
to the front of the pulpit, where were 
Senator Lodge, Hosea Knowlton, William 
S. Knox, Rodney Wallace, Curtis Guild, 
W. C. !•'. Allen and Dr. Nickerson. 


l>r. Ilatfliclor's Ciilouy. 


Dr. Batcbclor delivered a touching eu- 


logy. 1 te said the governor asked that the 
services be simplicity. If the people and 
the representations of the people bad their 
way simple services would be magnified a 
hundred times. Thousands would throng 
the secrets of Boston and with all the 
pomp and dignity and great solemnity 
pay honor to the memory of the chief 
magistrate. Tbe home is not unmindful 
of these things. 


But now when earthly things fade away 


those \\ horn he loved, cherished and pro- 
tected would fain be alone with the sol- 
emn tender thoughts that fill their minds. 
They believe the people will understand 
that it was from very love of the people 
that tuu late governor wished to be buried 
as ODC of the people, without a pageantry 
which would mark the obsequies of a con- 
querer or kin;.;. Simplicity was his char- 
acter. Unfeigned love for the people were 
among the secrets of his power. 


Casket Not Opened. 


Contrary to expectation the casket was 


not opened at the church. 
The services 


began with Chopin's 
funeral 
march- 


Eev. Mr. Batchelor read scriptural pas- 
sages and the Kings' ckipel quartet of 
Boston chanted, "1 will lift up," which 
was followed by the hymn "Go to the 
grave.'1 Rev. Mr. Batchelor pronounced 
the eulogy. 


"Cast Thy Burden" was sung, benedic- 


tion pronounced, the casket borne by the 
militia men to the hearse, and the sad 
murch to the cemetery was begun, as the 
battery began firing minute guns. 


The grave was covered with flowers. 
President Eliot spoke briefly of the dead 


governor at Harvaid this morning. 


Most all business places in cities and 


towns in the eastern part of the state were 
closed.

BILBAO, SPAIN, MAECH 9. Another 


great anti-American riot occurred today 
and was of greater importance than pre- 
vious ones. 
Over 12,000 persons partici- 


pated in the popular demonstrations this 
afternoon. A group of young men started 
the excitement by cheering every passing 
soldier. Other groups imitated the exam- 
ple. The excitement increased and riot- 
ous groups formed the main groups cheer- 
ing Spain and denouncing the United Sta- 
tes. Nearly the entire police force was 
turned out to maintain peace. The riot- 
ers were repeatedly dispersed. 


The mob become so large that the po- 


lice were almost helpless. The men were 
armed with sticks and cudgels and swept 
the police aside. Immense crowds gath- 
ered in the street leading to the American 
consulate shouting, "down with the yan- 
kees." Stores supposed to be American, 
or dealers in American goods were stoned. 
The windows of the consul's house were 
shattered, although the police vogorously 
defended the building. A large force of 
the police dispersed the crowd. The con- 
sulate is now strongly guarded by gendar- 
mes well armed.

Held Last Night at Methodist 


Church and Columbia 


Opera House. 


TRIBUTES TO GOVERNOR GREEXHALGB 


Paid by the Clergymen and Other Speakers, 


Large Audiences at Both Places. 


Mayor Houghton Presided. Reso- 


lutions Forwarded. 


There could have been no more impres- 


sive way of honoring the memory of our 
lamented Governor than was adopted in 
this city under the auspices of the North 
Adams board of trade. Memorial services 
were held Sunday evening in the form of 
a great mass meeting, which, in anticipa- 
tion of the universal desire of our citizens 
to be present, it was very wisely decided 
should be divided into two meetings, one 
at the Columbia opera house, the other at 
the Methodist church, 


At tlie Opcrit Honse. 


The Columbia opera house was well- 


failed some time before the hour for open- 
ing the meeting. The platform was occu- 
pied by clergymen of the different denom- 
inations and a number of officials and 
prominent citizens. 
Eev. Charles 
E. 


Burke, rector of the St. Francis church, 
presided at the opera house meeting. He 
conducted the services in a moat graceful 
and dignified manner, his welcome of the 
different speakers to the platform was 
exceedingly cordial and lent a courteous 
grace to the platform scene that was very 
suggestive of the admirable spirit of har- 
mony and cooperation in good works 
prevailing in our community. 


His opening address was a glowing tri- 


bute to the excellent qualities of the Gov- 
ernor Greenhplge. He dwelt particularly 
upon the moral and patriotic stimulus of 
such a character. 
It was delivered with 


great warmth of feeling but with striking 
dignity and was one of the most impres- 
sive features of the meeting. 


Kev. A. B. Church was tbe first speaker 


after Father Burke. He spoke with 
great earnestness and clearness of some 
of the characteristics of the Governor; 
his unconventionalistn, 
independence, 


sympathy and clear sense of justice, his 
heroism and manliness. 


It was an excellent character portraiture 


presented in a graphic but eloquent man- 
ner peculiarly appropriate to the occasion. 


During the addreas of Key. Mr. Church, 


Mayor Houghton, Rev. Mr. Tenneyand 
E. S. Wilkinson, president of the board of 
trade, arrived from the meeting at the 
Methodist church in which they had par- 
ticipated. At tne conclusion of Eev. Mr. 
Church's address . Father 
Burke very 


gracefully introduced the mayor as "a 
man we all love, honor and respect." He 
spoke very briefly but very impressively 
of the excellent qualities of the governor, 
particularly of his devotion to his duties 
both in private and public life. 


Lawyer P. J. Ashe was the next speaker 


and with a very clear and pleasing voice 
and in well chosen words paid a handsome 
tribute to the broad spirit of the governor, 
referring particularly to his non-partisan- 
ship. 
Mr. "Wilkinson then read some 


very interesting and beautifully written 
reminiscences of Governor Greenhalge in 
bis domestic and public life, written by 
Col. F. S. Richardson of the governor's 
staff. 


Bev. W. L. Tenney of the Congregation- 


al church, who had previously spoken at 
the Methodist church as mentioned else- 
where then spoke. His references to the 
governor's independence and patriotic 
courage in the treatment of partisans and 
bigots was loudly applauded. Rev. Mr, 
Tenney was follon-cd by Rev. George 
Flynn, asaistant rector of Sfc. Francis 
church, who spoke eloquently and fer- 
vently of the admirable official character 
of the Governor, from which the speaker 
drew beautiful lessons und inspiration to 
an exalted patriotism. Father Flynn was 
the last speaker and the exercises closed 
with music by a double quartet from 
St. Francis church. 


At the Clmrrli. 


The Methodist church was filled. San- 


ford post, the Sons of Veterans and the 
Woman's Relief corps occupied seats in a 
body directly in front of the platform. 
The national colors were displayed on the 
front of the organ and the desk was drap- 
ed with flags. On the front of the desk 
was a large picture of Gov. Greenhalge. 
On the platform were seated Mayor 
Houghton, Revs. W. L. Tenney, J. C. Teb- 
betts, G. W. Brown, D. D. and F. D. Pen- 
ney, and President E. S. Wilkinson and C. 
W. Dennett of the board of trade, under 
v. hose aubpices the services were held. 


The services opened with a selection by 


the choir, paripture reading by Rev. 
Di. iirown, with responses by the choir, 
prayer by Rev. F. D. Penney and -'Abide 
With Me" by a quartet composed of Mrs. 
Hawkins, Miss Sadie Willian, Leonard 
BlytUand Mr. Williams. 


Mayor Hougbtnn made the opening ad- 


di fit. The assemblage had met, he s,aid, 
to mourn the death of a chief madistrate, 
but still more to mourn the death of a fel- 
low citizen who^e li/e bad been useful and 
lioiioied above the common lot. In the 
nt'tlst of his official duties and active life 
Frederick T. Greenhalge has passed on to 
peat-e and rest. Hie was a strenuous life. 
He overcame all obstacles and rose to the 
front rank in this land of equal opportuni- 
ties, He lived as a man .should live and 
died as a man should die. He gained high 
honors and had the sincere affection of his 
fellow citizens. Into that stricken house- 
hold I wish our sympathy might enter. 


E. S. W'lkinson read reminiscences of 


toe governor, written by Colonel Richard- 
son of the governor's staff, who was ab- 
sent from the city. Colonel Richardson's 
association with the man gave him a per- 
sonal knowledge of iis character which 
enabled him to pay a deserved and feeling 
tribute. He spoke of his genial nature, 
bis high sense of honor, his rugged hones- 
ty and his fearless performance of duty. 
Colonel Richardson spoke of the gover- 
nor's death as an irreparable loss to the 
state and worthy to be ranked as a nation- 
al calamity. 


Rev. W. L. Tenney paid a just tribute 


to Governor Greenhalge, speaking of the 


change 
in public 
sentiment 
which 


resulted from his honorable administra- 
tion. In personal contact with him Mr. 
Tenney had found him to be greater as a 
man than as a politician or statesman. 
He esteemed it an honor to express his 
admiration for such a character and 
career. 
Massachusetts has bad many 


noble sons, but none more worthy than 
this adopted son. 
Mr. Tenney spoke 


of the true manhood of Governor Green- 
halge, of his devotion to principle in 
private and public life, of his broad and 
liberal views. We mourn his death, but 
rejoice that manhood means more because 
of his life and his manhood.' 


At this point Mayor Honghton, Rev. W. 


L.Tenney and Mr. Wilkinson retired -to 
go to tbe meeting at the Columbia, oper<i 
house. 


C. W. Dennt!tt,representiug the board of 


trade and the Grand Army, was the next 
speaker. He said the pages of Massachu- 
setts history bear the names of many hon- 
ored statesmen, poets, scholars and phil- 
osophers. 
It is a great honor to be 


placed in that list, but he believed the 
name of Governor Greenhalge belonged 
there. We honor Governor Greenh'ilge 
not because he was above us, but because 
he was one of us. Itwillbewell for the 
boys and young men to study the charac- 
ter of one who rose from a humble station 
to the first place in the commonwealth. 
As governor he discharged his duties in a 
manner that endeared him to all the 
people, regardless of party or creed. 
To- 


morrow, said the speaker, his remains 
will be consigned to the tomb, but his 
memory will be enshrined in the hearts 
of tbe people. 


Rev. J. C. Tebbetts said, "It is often 


Bald that Americans do iiot pay sufficient 
respect to their rulers and the charge is 
too true. 
Criticism descends to abuse. 


This was true regarding Lincoln, Garfleld 
and Thurman, and so in a measure regard- 
ing Governor Greenhalge. But tonight 
men of all political parties and religious 
faiths unite to praise him. 
This tenches 


us that beneath all our jingoism there is 
a spirit of loyalty. 
Mr. Tebbetts briefly 


reviewed the busy and progressive life of 
Governor Greenhalge. He bore his hon- 
ors with grace and humility and history 
will enroll his name among the disting- 
uished governors 
of 
Massachusetts 


There ss a lesson in this life for the boys 
of this country who desire to rise, and it 
should be kept before them. The domes- 
tic life of Governor Greenhalge* as well as 
his public life was pure and noble, and 
his career affords a valuable lesson to us 
all. 


Rev. F. D. Penney was the last speaker. 


He especially desired to exalt Governor 
Greenhalge before the boys. The dead 
governor's boyhood days were exemplary, 
and his life could well be emulated. 


Prayer was offered by Dr. Brown, and 


singing afterward, on motion of Com- 
mander Tower it was voted that a com- 
mittee of three draw up resolutions of 
sympathy and that these be forwarded 
to the family of the dead governor. Mr. 
Houghton, Mr. Dennett and Mr. Ashe 
were appointed such committee. 
The 


meeting closed with benediction by Rev. 
Mr. Tebbetts.

work but also looks after the other me- 
clianical departments of the establish- 
ment and makes estimates, fixes prices 
and buys stock. 


Tlie trouble between the printers and 


Mr. Rescott grew wholly out of a techni- 
cal point, a difference of opinion in regard 
to his duty as to joining the local union in 
North Adams. Mr. Rescott, has always 
been a strong and respected union man. 
In the by-laws of the local union there is 
a clause which requires a foreman to join 
this union when coining fUtliin its juris- 
diction from another. Upon coming here 
Mr. Rescoit told tbe local union that on 
account of big peculiar position in the 
TEAS',cmpr office he did not tliink it 
would be justice to the union, to the office 
or to himself to join the local union. This 
was especially so in his estimation, be- 
cause the TRANSCRIPT employing by far 
the largest number of printers of any office 
here, its printers under bis supermten- 
dency would have an unwise and unfair 
control of the union. 


This ju&t position was approved by 


others and the union at Holyoke, know- 
ing him well and holding him in high es- 
teem, advised that the best way was to 
take 
out an 
honorable withdrawal 


card 
from 
that 
union, which 
he 


did and which he now holds. 
He has 


therefore declined to join the union here. 
This withdrawal card was issued about 
three months after his removal from 
Holyoke and only after the mos» carefut 
consideration by the union of that city. 


The relations between the employes 


and employers of the TKAN&OKIPT office 
have been the pleasantest that could be 
desired. The employes know that the 
employers feel what they 
have often 


expressad, that there are no better men 
to be found in any printing office and 
that an honest pride has been felt in tbe 
character of the men employed here. 
On the other hand the employe* have 
frequently said that they had no com- 
plaint to make and were being treated 
even better than they had asked. 


Suddenly in the midst of these pleasant 


relations a notice appeared in the official 
paper of the union sent all over the coun- 
try, and copied in a Holyoke paper where 
it could do Mr. Rescott the mast harm, to 
the eft'ect that he was expelled by the lo- 
cal union for conduct unbecoming a mem- 
ber. The animus back of it all was made 
so evident by the wording of the notice, 
when it was known that the only thing 
complained of was his not joining the 
union, that intended in.sult and injustice 
was clearly shown. 
It was still .more 


clearly shown when it was made known 
that the notice of the vote of expulsion 
was sent to the papers without the 
knowledge of the secretary of the union, 
who expressed surprise when he heard 
of it and said it was his duty and his alone 
to send such notice. 


The proprietors of the TRANSCRIPT felt 


that a great injury and injustice had been 
done Mr. Rescott with the help of men in 
its employ, and told the superintendent 
that if he wished to insist upon having 
the expulsion rescinded or due apology 
or reparation made they would stand by 
him in demanding it. On Saturday Mr. 
Rescott presented the case to the men. 
They took no formal action in the mat- 
ter. He told them Saturday night that 
until steps were taken to set the matter 
right with as much publicity as had been 
given to the notice of expulsion they 
need not return to work as members of 
this local union. 


The printers sought interviews with the 


proprietors Sunday which were gladly 
granted, the secretary of the local ..union 
being with them. The position taken by 
the proprietors was that it was a matter 
to be settled between Mr. Rescott and the 
printers, but it was clearly stated to them 
that if there was an intent to do Mr. Res- 
cott an injustice in this matter on the part 
of the union or any controlling influence 
in it the TRANSCRIPT would atand by him 
at all hazards. 


Sunday evening the union submitted a 


proposition that the matter be left en- 
tirely to the decision of one man, the 
deputy organizer of the union who would 
be here today. The proprietors said they 
were not acquainted with him, and in any 
event would not bind themselves to abide 
by the decision of any one man from the 
union as arbitrator, holding the ground 
that each side should be represented in all 
arbitrations with a third party to decide. 


The delegation was told, however, that 


the proprietors would be vory glad to meet 
the deputy organi?er as the representative 
of the union and hoped that as there was 
no ill feeling and as it was mutually de- 
sired to avoid trouble, that as it was a tech- 
nical point his experience might be able 
to quickly settle the matter. The men 
were told they could come to work this 
morning as usual and stay until the matter 
was settled satisfactorily. In this picas- 


antes! spirit tbe meeting Sunday evening 
was ended. It \vas fully understood that 
they were to be at work as usual the next 
morning. When morning came we were 
surprised to learn that the men had decid- 
ed not to work and they stayed away 
without giving us any notice whatever, as 
in all fairness they should have done con- 
sidering the kindly treatment they had re- 
ceived from the proprietors.

disadvantages toJUy the results of which | 
we must ask our readers to excuse. 
Tbe 


position now taken by us is that any man 
employed as printer by this office will be 
employed wholly on his own personal 
merits, and entirely regardless of the fact 
whether he is a member of the local union 
or not, excepting that no man from the 
local union will be employed in this ollice 
until just reparation has been made Mr. 
Rescott for the injury done him. We shall 
have a full force at work within a few 
hours and worthy new men will not be 
discharged to make room for the old ones 
who have token part as above in this mat- 
ter should they ask for reinstatement.

teresting facts that we quoted them more 
fnlly because they give the lie direct to 
every free trader's promisa of "cheap- 
ness:" 


"Among food products which are 


higher than ou April 1,1S93, are wheat, 
eggs, butter, milk, molasses, mackerel, 
sugar, peas, apples, peanuts and raisins; 
as compared with six months ago the 
list is found to Vie smaller, consisting of 
eggs, hotter, cheese, mackerel, milk, 
molasses, sugar, pens, raisins and cur- 
rants, while as compared with quota- 
tions for Oct. 1, 1895, higher prices for 
food products include those for wheat, 
flonr, leeves, sheep, matton, eggs, but- 
ter, chtese, molasses, mackerel, sugar, 
rice, pras, apples, cranberries, peanuts, 
raisins and currants, indicating a much 
more extensive advance in quotations 
for staple food commodities during the 
past three months than had been pre- 
sumed from some market reports."

AT ADAMS TODAY, 


The Memorial Meeting. 


The openi house was crowded at 7 


o'clock Sunday evening and 15 minutes 
later began the services in honor of the 
late Governor Grecnhalge's memory. 
At 


the back of the stage was a picture of the 
late executive draped with black crape, 
and on either side of were national flags. 
Company M. and George E. Say lea Grand 
Army post occupied seats in the front of 
the hall and the rest of the audience com- 
prised the representative people of the 
town. At the hour appointed these men 
filed upon tiie stage: 
Uev. P. H. Goettel, 


Kev. A. B. 1'enninian, Uev. Dr. Louis Zak- 
ner, Kev. O. J. D.iriing, Selectmen E. U. 
Jones, W. C. Ainslie and George Shand, 
W. B. Plunkett, James Renfrew, F. II. 
Shaw, Dr. II. B. Holmes, Judge N. H. Bix- 
by, Adalbert Tinney, Elisha Burlingame, 
W. B. Green, C. E. Legate, James P. Ma- 
genis, C. T. Plunkett, Uaiues C. Chalmers, 
John M. Burke, A. F. Kuight and H. H. 
Wellington. 


Fred it. Shaw presided and opened the 


meeting by calling lor a selection by the 
Congregational quartet. They sang "The 
Lost C'hord." Dr. B. C. Blodgett of Smith 
college, Northampton, was at the piano. 
Rev. II. B. ("oskett offered prayer and the 
quartet rendered "Nearer My God to 
Thee." Kev. M. J. Coyne read a scriptural 
selection aud "Lead Kindly Light," by 
the quartet, was next on the program. 


Chairmrn Shaw then announced the 


purpose oi the meeting in these words: 
"We are gathered here in the shadow of a 
great sorro .v. For the first time in many 
years we are called upon to mourn over 
the bier of our chief executive. It teems 
lilting on this day, set aside for worship, 
that the people, irrespective of creed, 
should come together and pay our respects 
to one whom we all esteemed." He paid 
» touching tribute to the memory of tbe 
beloved ollieial, touching principally upon 
his honor and incorruptible character, 
and said the state had suffered an irre- 
parable los:.-. 


The chairman then called upon W. B. 


Plunkett who begun: '• We meet tonight 
to honor, ai well we may, the memory of 
the elliuient, public servant and the hon- 
orable official who has gone to his reward. 
I was pleased to know him personally. I 
honored his sterling integrity and am glad 
of the opportunity to express my regard 
for him. Then followed a feeling eulogy 
which Mr. Plunkett closed as follows: 
"Well may we grieve in our loss. Well may 
Massachusetts don the habiliments of 
grief for one who served her so well with 
a record unsmirched and a characted un- 
sullied. Under the light of heaven I know 
no man who merits heaven more than the 
one who has gone to the grave. Surround- 
ed by people of every class and creed, he 
won first the respect of his neighbors; 
then by his work he won the confidence of 
the people of Massachusets." 


Judge N. H. Bixby said: It was not my 


good fortune to be personally acquainted 
with our late chief magistrate before his 
election to that office. I have seen him 
since ard know him better. He was a man 
of the people. Governor Greenhalge had 
no defective tides. Wherever he was, 
gentlemanly conduct was his. He came 
from the people. Judge Bixby then gave 
a brief sketch of the governor's life and 
said: "He rose to the highest office in the 
commonwealth. Among the governors of 
Massachusetts he was the peer of any who 
proceeded him. I have known every gov- 
ernor for twenty-five years. In mental 
capacity, in all that tends to make 
a statesman, he was superior to all 
the other*. It has been said of Washing- 
ton that bis greatness lay in his chur- 
ator. 
Such may be said of Governor 


(Jrecnhal?,e. 
Above all, he 
was an 


honest man, outspoken in everything 
and covering nothing." The speaker then 
told of a:i incident which showed tlie 
plain boldness ol the man. 
In speaking 


with the deceased official, on the occ.is.ion 
of one of his visits to this town, the gov- 
ernor askt d Judge Bixby what he thought 
of the A. ]'. A. The judge replied that he 
thought they were not to be noticed; that 
they fed upon the kicks they received. 
"Tben," replied Mr. Oreenhalge, "I pro- 
pope to fe<;d them, for I will notice them 
mid denoti m e them." 


The spe iker concluded: "Ha WES a man 


pure in spirit. Without concealing any- 
thing, and without deceiving anybody ho 
took a noble stand on all the questions 
which came before him for decision. He 
was the s:imc when he occupied bis place 
in Washington. His honesty of purpose 
marked him as one of the men in this 
world who could bo trusted. He was not 
an orator and never had the genius of 
oratory, but his straightforward manner 
carried his audiences. Ho has gone to his 
long homo and we have met to p. y tribute 
to his memory. I am glad to have the 
opportunity to speak and pay my respect 
to the mm I reverenced and respected as 
much us my man in Massachusetts." 


Uev. 
A. B. Penniraan said he admired 


the governor'.; attitude on the question of 
religious liberty. Ho thought the trouble 
with the A. P. A. was they had not read 
Macaulej 's history of England studiously; 
that the i esult of the attempt of the early 
settlers of this country to establish them- 
selves where they might worship as they 
pleased, had been too successful for any 
other rf'igious persecution to be per- 
mitted. He closed by saying: "What we 
need is governors who will be as Governor 
Grecnhalse was, statesman and not aver- 
age politicians." 


Probably the most touching tribute was 


that of James Renfrew, who was a per- 
sonal friendof Governor Greenhalge. He 
was not c-no of the regular speakers, but 
consented to speak a lew words in mem- 
ory of bis. friend. He said feelingly: 
"It 


was my pood fortune many years ago to 
form an acquaintance with Governor 
Greenhalge which developed into a strong 
friendship. I have seen him at his home, 
in the woods, in the camp, and in my home, 
and a i-etter man I never met. I saw h'im 
always doing good, so his death has a par- 
ticular significance. At his home in Low- 
ell, if all for whom he has done a kind 


i deed wtra tobrins an offering he would 


be covered with flowers. Governor Green- 
halge deserves well of Massachusetts. 


Dr. H. B. Holmes began by describing 


the :r.an ie- of judging a picture: first the 
whole, and then the particularly attract- 
ive parts. He continued: 
I think that 


compari-on is not inapt when drawn with 
the artist of nature. AVe see the character 
as a whole and pronounce it grand. We 


have analysed it and so found it. 
Death 


has snatched away our honored and be- 
loved chief magistrate. In life his charac- 
ter was a lesson to all and in death it is a 
legacy to all. He was tenacious in his pur- 
pose of doing what his conscience dictat- 
ed. He believed the people would under- 
stand his motive and he was not disap- 
pointed. His moral courage was of the 
highest kind. We have all stood between 
inclination and duty. 
Governor Green- 


halge had the opportunity to yield to 
himself, but was content to follow the 
dictates of good judgement. 
This was 


shown by his good living and high think- 
ing. It has been said that he broadened 
in his office, but no man ever rises above 
his latent ability. 
He was a lawyer, a 


thinker aud an orator, and was too honest 
to be anything but a partisan. It is a pleas- 
ure to know that in spite of this life he 
did not neglect the other side. 
At home 


he was a father, a husband and friend. 
The elements were so mixed in him that 
nature might stand up and say to all the 
world: 'This was a man.' 


The quartet rendered "The Homeland" 


and Uev. Dr. Zihner followed. He said, 
"There is one aspect which has not been 
presented. 
Governor Greenhalge was 


not a native of the commonwealth. He 
came here from England and rose to the 
most exalted position in his state. This 
.speaks volumes lor the man. There is 
one other thought in the line of corrup- 
tion in politics. It is thought that it is 
almost impossible for one of straightfor- 
ward principles to obtain fcO exalted a 
poiiliou. This was proven wrong by 
Governor Cirf-enhalge. This proveg that 
the men who come forward are still men 
of honor, broad-minded and liberal not 
mere politicians. Dr. Hahiier dwelt upon 
the Christian character, stating that 
oftentimes when at home in the absence 
of the minister the governor would occu- 
py the pulpit. In the words of Dr. Zah- 
ner, "this speaks more than I can ex- 
press." 


Chairman Shaw then slated that Rev. 


D. C. Morau who was to have been pres- 
ent, was prevented by illness and had sent 
his regrets. 


Uev. O. I. Darling was the last speaker. 


He ."aid in part: "Although not muck of a 
partisan, 1 voted for Governor Qrcenualge 
several times and was not sorry for it. He 
wns what they call in New York and 
Brooklyn a Sunday school politician. He 
did not ask 'Who is this to benefit? ' but 
'Is this right?' It has been f-aid that he 
was a man of tbe people, but unlike so 
many who spring from the people. He 
came from Europe and never tried to put 
np the bars for others. I honor him for 
that. 
He never belonged to any anti- 


immigration societies. He believed we 
had not enough voters and twice recom- 
mended to the legislature that women be 
allowed to vote. If I were asked to sum 
up my idea of his character in a few 
words, I should say: "He was a tociil 
prophet in advance of his time, and yet 
winning honor and recognition and fame 
from the people." Mr. Darling closed by 
reading an approrriate selection 
from 


Milton. 


The audience then sing "America," and 


after benediction was pronounced by Rev 
P. H. Goettel, the meeting dissolved.

The stage was 
decorated with the national flags, 
ninny of them

pictures of 


Washington on them. A largo crayon 
portrait of Washington occupied the 
center of the stage. 
At precisely S 


o'clock Mr. and Mrs. Uooth appeared 
on the sta!?e and the immense auUiunee 
fairly went wild witli enthusiasm. 
Hats, handkerchiefs, Hags, cnues and 
bonnets were waved and those present 
cheered and shouted for fully fifteen 
minutes w ithout ceasing. During this 
time Mr. ISooth stood with bowed head, 
while Mrs. Uooth knelt in prayer. 
Someone shouted "Three cheers for 
our 
American 
commander." 
The 


cheers were given for another inter- 
val of ten minutes and the crowd went 
fairly wild with enthusiasm. Cheer af- 
ter cheer was given for Mr. and Mrs. 
Booth. Jlajor Peter Glen then ad- 
dressed the audience as follows: "This 
Is not a meeting where we have come 
together to talk about that which 
leems uppermost \n everyone's mind.

Kali ing ton Booth's Address. 


Mr. Uooth then led in prayer, and at 


its conclusion spoke as follows: "Mrs. 
ISooth antl myself have not come to 
this gathering for the purpose of al- 
luding to the recent sad events in our 
Experience. It is true that after de- 
liberate thought we have decided to 
inaugurate a new movement. (Cheers.) 


To Convert the Middle Classes. 


"Could it have been avoided, it would 


Mrs. Booth 
and I received assurances from the 
people of the United States, fighting on 
behalf of Jesus Christ, that we had 
done a work for which they were grate- 
ful and would not quietly submit that 
we should retire to private life and 
relinquish a field which is the largest 
of any on the globe; where there is 
not only work for one Salvation Army, 
but for a hundred.

chosen, and that the name of the 
auxiliary league would be "The De- 
fenders' League."

THE CUBAN RESOLUTION 
TO-DAY 


Conference Report To Bo Called Up—De- 


bate on tho Dnpont Case May End in 


n Few Days—Appropriation 


I Bills in the House. 


Washington, March 9.—The confer- 


ence report on the Cuban resolution 
will be called up in the senate this af- 
ternoon. 
When the report was pre- 


sented on Thursday last by Mr. Sher- 
man, wherein the senate receded from 
its own resolutions and agreed to 
those passed by the house, objection to 
present consideration was made by Mr. 
Hale of Maine. Mr. Sherman then 
gave notice that he would call the re- 
port up thib afternoon. A conference 
report being privileged, it has the right 
of way. Mr. Halo, it is understood, 
will take the opportunity thus of- 
fered to explain why he voted against 
the resolutions when they were before 
the senate 
for consideration. Mr. 


Chandler, who did not participate in 
the debate at tho time, but who voted 
for the resolutions, may also make a 
ftiort speech, in which he will state 
his views, which are more extreme 
than those of his colleagues. Mr. 
Chandler holds that this government 
should not only declare the independ- 
ence of the island of Cuba, but that the 
United States should set up that inde- 
pendence and notify Spain and the 
whole world that she was ready and 
able to maintain it. 


The Dupont Case. 


The Dupont 
case, involving the 


legality of the alleged election in 
Delaware, still holds its place as the 
unfinished business. 
Mr. Turpie of 


Indiana has the floor for to-day. His 
speech will be replied to by Mr. 
Pritchard, of North Carolina, a mem- 
ber of the committee. 
Mr. Gray of 


Delaware and Mr. Burrows of Michi- 
gan will also speak on this subject 
during1 the week. There is a general 
belief that the debate will end this 
week, for there is no disposition on 
the part of the democrats to delay the 
vote. 
Mr. Gray, representing 
tho 


democrats, says there is a plain caso 
against the legality of the claim of Mr. 
Dupont. and that if the senate votes 
according to the facts as they are pre- 
sented, Mr. Dupont will not bo seated. 
Mr. Mitchell is equally firm in his be- 
lief that there can be but one side to 
the case, and that Mr. Dupont will be 
seated. 
The impression among re- 


publicans is that Mr. Dupont will get 
the solid vote of the republicans, to- 
gether with one and, perhaps, two 
populist votes. This, of course, would 
give him his seat. The silver men ap- 
pear to have been carefully sounded 
on the subject and those interested in 
the case say that silver will not fig- 
ure in the 'matter at all, but that 
the case will be decided on its merits 
entirely, even though the seating of 
Dupont does mean one more anti-silver 
vote-in the senate. 


The Fur Seal Bill. 


The bill to prevent the extermina- 


tion of the fur seals of Alaska, which 
seeks to prevent such extermination by 
exterminating them \mder the authori- 


] ty of the United States and thereby 
preventing the further exercise of 
cruelty by pelagic sealers, has been 
made the special order for Thursday. 
This measiire will cause some debate, 
at least on the part of Senator Morgan, 
who is bitterly opposed to its provis- 
ions, and was defeated in committee by 
a majority of only one. 


In the House*

WHITE MEN TO BLAME. 


ntliigr of a Negro Catisoil Philadel- 
phia's Fearful Tragedy. 


Philadelphia, March 9.— From all 


that can be learned, the fight hero 
Saturday night between George Queen, 
ccjlored, and a number of white men, 
during- which Queen stabbed 
and 


killed John O'Brien, fatally cut Joseph 
Sweeney and quite seriously wounded 
Thomas Reaney and Charles Fisher, 
all white, it would seem that the white 
men were largely to blame. Earlier 
in the evening they had taunted Queon 
as he passed them on the street and a 
little later they became involved in a 
quarrel with another colored man and 
chased him for some distance to beat 
him. 
After his first encounter with 


the whites Queen returned home and 
armed himself with a large butcher 
knife and returned to the street. An 
eyewitness says that the white men 
assaulted Queen and that he used the 
knife against a crowd of six assailants. 
Whether 
Queen was assaulted or 


whether he made the attack with the 
knife will probably not develop until 
the coroner's inquest. Queen made no 
attempt to escape after the fight, and 
was arrested and locked *». He was 
committed to jail without bail to await 
tho action of the coroner. In his ante- 
mortem statement taken at the hospi- 
tal Sweeney says that he had nothing 
to do with the fipht and was attracted 
to the scene by the struggling men in 
the street and that the assault upon 
him was entirely unprovoked. Fisher 
made a similar statement 


A HEW ITALIAN LOAN 


Germans Unwilling To Believe the 


Oountry'B Financial Distress. 


BETTER 
GUARANTEES 
DEMANDED 


Italy's Foreign Creditors', To Be Paid la 


Paper Currency, Depreciated to the 


Extent of 14 Per Cent.—Our Ac- 


tion In Regard to Cuba. 


Berlin, March 9.—It Is believed and 


indeed almost desired in official circles 
here that King Humbert will be unable 
to find an Italian statesman to form a 
ministry who will be willing to con- 
struct a cabinet on the basis of a con- 
tinuance of the war in Abyssinia and 
will consequently, after an interregnum 
of a week, be obliged to recall Signer 
Crispi, who, after strengthening the 
cabinet, will order Gen. Baldissera to 
seize the first chance to fight a success- 
ful battle with the Shoans and then 
terminate the African campaign. In 
the course of current discussion in 
financial circles urjon the possibility of 
Italy's concluding a loan in Germany, 
the report got abroad and became gen- 
erally credited that this view had been 
commended to King Humbert by a 
personage high in German official cir- 
cles. 


Must Pledge All Her Resources. 


In regard to the floating of such 


a loan, however, there is only one 
opinion. Germany already holds more 
than enough of Italian securities and 
nothing that Italy has to offer could 
induce the open operation of a new 
Italian loan in Germany. With a crush- 
ing national debt, her banks of issue 
practically insolvent, and her rate of 
taxation at the maximum figure, the 
Italian government in order to obtain 
the sinews of war it needs must secure 
them through private arrangements 
outside of the ordinary principles upon 
which financial houses work. There 
are still resources in Italy, which, if 
they were pledged, a loan syndicate 
could give the government a substantial 
loan, but in no other event could it be 
negotiated in this country. 


Italy's Political Corruption, 


German financiers consider that the 


corruption in the administration of the 
Italian government and the absolute 
corruption prevailing in the civil serv- 
ice have been potent factors in the 
decline of the country, and that if any 
more German money goes to Italy it 
must have much better guarantees 
than the existing ones. Only within 
the last few days advices from Borne 
have reported it as probable that the 
government 
would pay its foreign 


creditors in paper currency, which is 
now at a discount of fourteen per cent. 
The Italian rentes and Italian railway 
securities which have been thrown 
upon the market by general holders 
have been partly taken upon specula- 
tive account. 


Our Action ID Regard to Cuba. 


As representatives of the official and 


popular views in Germany of the atti- 
tude of the United States house of con- 
gre'ss in regard to Cuba, the expres- 
sions of the Vorwaerts, the principal 
socialist organ, and the Cologne Ga- 
zette, the leading national liberal or- 
gan, may be contrasted. The latter 
journal, affecting national impartial- 
ity, accuses the Americans of pursuing 
schemes of trade and conquest under 
the guise of a feeling for oppressed and 
suffering humanity. Spain, according 
to the Gazette, ought to repel the in- 
tervention of the United States be- 
tween herself and the Cuban rebels 
upon lines similar to those upon which 
the United States rejected the inter- 
vention of France and England in be- 
half of the secessionists of the south- 
ern states of America. 


The Alliance Against the United States. 
The Vorwaerts, on the other hand, 


holds that the vote of the United States 
favoring the recognition of the bellig- 
erent rights of the insurgents in Cuba, 
was of such enormous moral import 
that Spain will henceforth be unable 
by any possible successes in the field to 
accomplish the subjection of Cuba. 
This utterance of the Vorwaerts may 
mean to imply that a revolution in 
Spain is among- Vie probabilities, but it 
must be accepted as referring to the 
reports now current of an alliance be- 
tween France and Spain against the 
United States. The Vorwaerts adds: 
"Such an idea as a Franco-Spanish al- 
liance against the United States is fan- 
tastic. The great republic was founded 
with the aid of the French, who havo 
ever since looked toward the sister re- 
public." 


New York State and Prussia, 
~"~ 


Baron von der Becke von der Horst, 


Prussian minister for the interior, has 
forwarded a communication to Wash- 
ington through the regular diplomatic 
channels stating that lie is astonished 
to find that a certain state of tho 
American union is seeking to negotiate 
directly with the Prussian government 
through a, special envoy, thus ignoring 
the established usage. The minister 
sa3'S he has taken cognizance of the 
fact that Gov. Morton has not yet acted 
upon the proceedsngs of the Albany 
senate and assembly and in turn ad- 
mits that there was a chanco that the 
decrees cancelling the licenses of two 
New York insurance companies might 
be repealed. But, he adds, since the 
interference of tho amateur special 
envoy from New York state to Berlin, 
the situation has been so completely al- 
tered that the Prussian government 
cannot repeal the decree, as it might 
now be represented to the public that 
the influence of an amateur diplomat 
had caused Prussia to yield. Even at 
the risk of Gov. Morton's application of 
the recent resolution of the Albany 
legislature refusing to renew the 
license of the Prussian insurance com- 
panies doing business in the state of 
Hew York, this decision, he says, will 
in the meantime be adhered ta. 


Miners Want Increased Wngcs. 


Phillipsburg, Pa., March 0.—At a 


miners' mass meeting held at Cuba 
Switch, near this place, yesterday 
resolutions were adopted providing 
that a demand be made on the opera- 
tors for au advance of ten cents a tori 
on and after April i. A committee was 
appointed to confer with the miners in 
adjoining districts, so that a general 
demand could be made as soon as 
possible. 


RELY1G OS FRANCE 


Spaniards Believe She "Would Aid 


Against This Country. 


MARTIAL LAW DECLARED IN VALESCIA 


Hostile Demonstration! Against the United 


States In Barcelona, Surngossa, Tar- 


ragona, Bllboa and Vtttorta—U. 


6. Consulate In Danger. 


Barcelona, March 
9. — This city 


was the .scene yesterday of further 
demonstrations against 
the United 


States. The bands in the places of public 
resort played patriotic airs, and were 
encored again and again. People on 
the boulevard sang patriotic airs and 
there was much cheering for Spain and 
•houtiug of "Death to tho Yankees!" 
It was very evident from the conversa- 
tions everywhere heard that a war 
with the United States would meet 
with popxilar approval, but the govern- 
n*ent is not paying much attention to 
the populace beyond preventing it, so 
far as possible, from acting in a disor- 
derly manner. It being Sunday the 
authorities feared that the demonstra- 
tions might become riotous, and extra 
precautions were taken to qucil dis- 
orders in their incipieney. As the day 
wore on the crowds in the streets 
rapidly increased in numbers. The gen- 
darmes were active in their efforts to 
prevent any too large an assemblage. 
When a large crowd would gather in 
the main streets the mounted gen- 
darmes would charge into it and drive 
the people into the side streets. Many 
persons gathered about the French 
consulate and enthusiastically cheered 
for France, which country, according 
to popular belief, would surely bo an 
ally of Spain in the event of a war with 
the United States. 


American Consulate Again In Danger. 
The strong guard that was placed 


some days ago about the American con- 
sulate was strengthened yesterday and 
it was well that this was done, as the 
crowd attempted several times to ap- 
proach the building with the undoubted 
purpose of again attacking it. The 
guards were very vigilant in repelling 
the mob and finally the latter, seeing 
that a more determined attempt to at- 
tack the consulate would result in 
bloodshed, sullenly withdrew to give 
vent to their patriotism in other direc- 
tions. 


Martial Law In Valencia. 


The action of the mob element iii 


Valencia became so threatening yester- 
day that martial law was prc»claimed 
in that city last night. 
A crowd num- 


bering fully ten thousand persons met 
outside the bull ring and attempted to 
enter that place for the purpose of 
holding a meeting to express anti- 
American sentiments. The authorities 
had issued an order forbidding the 
holding of such meetings, but no at- 
tention was paid to it. The gendarmes 
at the bull ring refused to allow the 
mob to enter and were told that they 
were traitors to Spain. Then several 
persons in the crowd cried "long live 
the republic," 
whereupon the gen- 


darmes charged the mob. The crowd 
answered with several shots, and one 
of 
the gendarmes 
was 
seriously 


wounded in the chest. The situation 
had assumed such a menacing aspect 
that orders were given to the gen- 
darmes to fire upon the mob. A volley 
was fired from the carbines carried by 
the gendarmes, and the crowd scurried 
for shelter. 


Hurled Insults at Americans. 


It is not known positively whether 


anybody was shot or not, but it is be- 
lieved that the volley was fired over 
the heads of the rioters. Later the cour- 
age of the crowd returned and with 
augmented numbers the mob marched 
through the streets shouting: "Long 
live Spain!" "Death to the Yankees'." 
The police and gendarmes repeatedly 
opposed the crowd, but their efforts to 
restore order were of not the slightest 
avail. The governor of the province 
proclaimed martial law, and any 
further rioting will be dealt 
with 


sternly by the military power. The 
governor, acting 
under imperative 


orders from Madrid, had concentrated 
a strong force around the American 
consulate. 
The crowd attempted to 


pass these guards, but were unable to 
do so. Then they, with a volubility 
and scope possessed only by low-class 
Spaniards, hurled insults at the Ameri- 
can government and American people. 
To-day the city is quiet, the mob not 
having the courage to face the troops 
who are a%vaiting- orders to deal with 
rioters. 


Disturbances at Other Towns. 


There were several small disturb- 


ances at Saragossa, but the authorities 
were alert and very determined and 
the rioters were easily dispersed. At 
Tarragona a meeting attended by two 
thousand persons was held. A number 
of fiery speeches were made, the speak- 
ers glorifying Spain and holding the 
United States and its people up to de- 
rision and contempt. The meeting1 
broke up amid cries of "Long live 
Spain!'' "Death ta the United States!"' 
At IHlboa a crowd of five hundred per- 
sons attempted to make an attack upon 
the American consulate, but were pre- 
vented by the police. At Vittoria post- 
ers were put upon walls declaring that 
Spain must go to war with the United 
States and put a curb on Yankee arro- 
gance. 


SCALDED BY BOILING TAR. 


Five Mrorkmen Injured at tile Standard

New York, March 9.—Boiling hot 


crude tar overflowed one of the Stan- 
dard Oil company's big tanks soon 
after midnight in the company's yard 
at Bayonne, N. J. A gang of men at 
work about the tank ran for their 
lives, but five of them were overtaken 
and severely scalded. 
No one was 


fatally injured. 
The men were at 


work at stills from which the tar oil 
was being pumped into the tank. Tho 
tar boiled over the side of the tank in 
a torrent. It covered the pipes so that 
the men who tried to close them were 
burned on their hands. 
It flooded 


about their feet and burned through 
their heavy shoes. They ran, uttering 
shouts of pain and alarm. In a minute 
the neighborhood of the tank was de- 
serted. The engine was stopped and 
the pumps ceased 
working. 
The 


frozen ground cooled tho tar, but it1* 
progress did not stop until an acre 
had been covered. 


ALFONSO HUNG IN EFFIGY. 


Those Who Performed the Job In Chicago 


Escape Identification. 


Chicago, March 9.—His royal high- 


ness Alfonso King of Spain, was hanged 
in effigy Jn the vicinity of Madison 
street and Campbell avenue. The 
crowd of enthusiastic young persons 
who performed the job escaped identi- 
fication. The figure was found sus- 
pended from a rope which was thrown 
over a telephone wire. 
The 
effigy 


hung fifteen feet in the air and at- 
tracted a crowd of persons. Upon that 
part of the effigy's anatomy which 
would ordinarily be called the breast 
was the following inscriptions: "Al- 
fonso XIII, king of Spain. Sic semper 
tyranus." The figure was first discov- 
ered .by a woman. The effigy seemed 
so real, hanging in a dark street as it 
did, that she fainted and had to be car- 
ried to a neighboring store. 


Demonstration at Evanston. 


Chicago, March 9.—At the close of a 


class party v/hich was given by the 
students of the Northwestern universi- 
ty at Evanston, one of the 
boys 


mounted a chair, tore a big Spanish 
flag in two, and there was an instant 
rush for the pictvs. 
Before the flag 


was allowed to fall to the floor, it was 
torn into a number of pieces so that 
every parson present might have had 
one at, a memento of the occasion had 
he so desired. The young men worked 
themselves up to quite a frenzy and 
their warlike manifestations were vig- 
orously applauded by the girls, who 
were interested spectators. The dis- 
turbance was finally quelled by some 
of the older members of the class and 
the warlike young men contented them- 
selves with marching up and down the 
streets singing various patriotic songs 
and giving three groans for the flag.
